LOCAL MISSION WORKER DENIES 
MINISTER'S ASSERTIONS. 


Neo Deplorable Failures in Chris- 
tienizing Members of His Race 
Either in the Home or Foreign 
Field, Declares Chan Kiu Sing, 
Acting Methodist Superintendent. 


Chan Kiu Ging, ‘interpreter in the 
Federal courts, and acting superin- 
tendent of the Chinese Methodist Mis- 
sion in Los Angeles, yesterday came 
te the front in defense of the many 
Chinese students in his mission by. 
denying that Christianity is a lost 


cause among the Orientsis. | 


Latheran missionary. 
through The Times recently that Chi- 
nese missions were practical [failures. 
In referring to Rev. Bach's remarks, 
Chan Kiu Sing liscusses the Christia. 
situation from the standpoint of the 
Chinese. 

“This Christian gentleman,” said 
Chan, has spent twelve years of his 
time in China for the purpose of civ- 
iliaing and Chrisilanizging the heathen 
Chinese, but claims that he has met 
with failures and disappoin' ments, 
and has, therefore, returned to Amer- 
jea to set forih awful pictures of the 
hypocrisy of mission work in China, 
and also to cast a slur upon Chinese 
mission work’ in this country. 

“Among other thi h 
for nine years he on 
cational lines, and of the 600 or 700 
Chinese students under his tutelage 
not one of them remained a Christian. 
I euppose the Rev. Bach claimed to be 
a Christian gentleman while he was 
engaged in teaching these young men 
~but, I understand,. not one of his 
students remained a Christian, all who 
claimed conversion to back- 
stiders and renegades. It is univer- 
sally admitted that Chinése people are 
generally very tood tmitators, and it 
ie reasonable to believe that these 
batksiiders were, therefore, following 
the example set before them by their 
teacher. 

“He also sta that Confucianism 
has revived woaderfully, and it will 
form the estabiished religion of China. 
According to tiat, Christianity has 
run up against a Lrick wall. Rev. 
Bach should know tha’ Confucius was 
not a religious teacher anf his teach- 
ing is in no sense religion. There is 
hardly any conflict between the teach- 
ings of Confucius and that of Christ.
